“I brought back heartening 
news from China: while It is re¬ 
treating from the barbarous war¬ 
fare being waged against it, a 
new and stronger China is being 
built up in the hinterlands, and 
with the assistance of its friends 
in this and other lands it will 
not be defeated,” said Professor 
Hubert S. Liang on his arrival 
here Monday as a guest of Dr. 
J. Eari Gossard, president of the 
China Society of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, before he addressed a 
meeting of the society in new 
Chinatown, Los Angeles, that 
' evening. 

Just returned aboard the China 
Clipper, following an extensive 
tour of China, he gave an inter¬ 
esting picture of what is going 
on beyond the Japanese lines in 
the Orient and in his speech to 
the China Society on "Industrial 
Cooperatives in China.” told of a 
new governmental system hastily 
constructed to resist the Japanese 
invasion. He was formerly direc¬ 
tor of the department of lour- 
nalism of Yeng Cheng University, 
Pieping, and was for years a 
member of the editorial staff of 
the Detroit News. Relating the 
new China's plans to repel its 
enemy, he said: 

"The heartening news from 
China is that there is now being 
organized in China a vast scheme 
of cooperative industry to make 
use of the many millions of refu¬ 
gees. especially factory workers 
of Shanghai and other industrial 
cities, thrown out of work by 
Japanese occupation. 

“The plan In brief is to organ¬ 
ize in each locality, groups of 
craftsmen with a minimum of 
seven members, no member being 
permitted to own more than 20 
percent of the stock. There are 
definite rules about buying raw 
materials, and selling products. 
Profits are divided among the 
members. Each society is care¬ 
fully supervised by a central 
committee in order to develop 
self government and the commit¬ 
tee system of government, 
a "The central committee Is the 
■rational Industrial Commission 
Sponsored by the Executive Yuan 
of the Central Government. It in¬ 
cludes some of China's best en¬ 
gineers (educated in America and

Work Starts On Ambitious 
East Sierra Madre 
Building Project 

Most pretentious building cam¬ 
paign of the year was launched 
this week when plans were ap¬ 
proved for two five-room stucco 
dwellings at the corner of 
East Sierra Madre blvd., and 
Canyon avenue. This is the be¬ 
ginning of a program calling for 
eleven new homes on the north 
side of East Sierra Madre blvd. 
in the block between Canyon and 
Coburn avenues. 

Eleven lots were purchased by 
Maurice Lasky of Los Angeles, 
the corner lot 70 by 120 feet, 
and the ten lots immediately east 
I of it each 50 by 120 feet. The 
| homes now going up will have 
two bedrooms, and patio fire- 
| place to be used as a barbecue 
pit and will look directly out on 
Mt. Wilson. Two-car garages will 
also be constructed. There will be 
approximately 1,000 square feet 
floor space in the homes exclud¬ 
ing the garage, according to Mr. 
Laskey who visited in Sierra 
Madre on Monday, with J. H. 
Walton, a building contractor. 

Mr. Lasky selected Sierra M.nd- 
re for his ambitious program be¬ 
cause he felt the city was enter¬ 
ing an important development 
period, by reason of its healthful 
climate and beautiful surround¬ 
ings. Local workmen will be used 
whenever possible. 

Three years ago Mr. Lasky re¬ 
tired from the boxing game, hav¬ 
ing acted as manager for his bro¬ 
ther, Art Lasky, heavyweight, who 
fought James Braddock, Jack 
Dempsey, Primo Carnero, Joe 
Sykera and Steve Hamas.

Many of us do not serve chocolate 
pudding as often as we would like 
because it involves so much bother. 
We admit that there is nothing like 
the flavor of home-made pudding, 
but when we balance its enjoyment 
against the trouble of using the 
double boiler and fussing over it 
while it is cooking, we are likely to 
decide against serving it. 

But science has brought good 
nows to chocolate pudding enthusi¬ 
asts. An easy recipe has been evolved 
which, when used on an electric 
range, completely eliminates the 
bugbears of pudding making. The 
measured heat of electricity enables 
the pudding to be cooked on the sur¬ 
face in an ordinary sauce pan. 

Chocolate Marshmallow Budding 

Put in a skillet Vt cup granulated 
sugar, 8 tablespoons cornstarch, ’* 
teaspoon salt, 4 tablespoons cocoa 
and 2 cups milk. Stir until sugar and 
cornstarch are dissolved. Place on 
large unit of electric range with 
heat turned to low. St ir occasionally 
until steam appears, then stir con¬ 
stantly until thickened. Remove 
from range, add U pound cut 
marshmallows, 1 tablespoon butter 
and 1 tenspoon vanilla. Stir until 
marshmallows are dissolved. Serve 
with whipped cream or plain cream, 
topped with chopped nuts. 

Crisp refrigerator cookies, whose 
dough is kept in the electric refrig¬ 
erator and baked fresh daily, are an 
excellent pudding accompaniment

There is one factor in maintaining 
sound and healthy teeth which Is 
commonly overlooked, especially 
while a child is growing. That is 
which foods tend to strengthen and 
prolong the life of teeth. If the diet 
is lacking in the elements for build¬ 
ing teeth and bones, then decay and 
loss of teeth is almost inevitable. 

Medical authorities commonly 
agree on certain foods rich in lime 
and organic mineral salts, such as 
whole wheat bread in preference to i 
white bread; shredded wheat and 
whole grain products such as oat¬ 
meal will help to build strong 
healthy teeth. Milk and eggs are 
both rich in lime. And vegetables 
eaten with the water in which they 
are cooked are strongly recom¬ 
mended. 

Children and adults alike should 
eat natural foods, calling for exer¬ 
cise of the teeth and supplying all 
the elements provided by nature. 

And every child should be trained 
early in life in the care of the teeth 
and in mouth hygiene.

Trumpets and Horns Are 

Important in Orchestra 

The brasses of the modern sym¬ 
phony fall into two groups—the 
trumpets and tne horns. In the 
former belong the trumpets, tubas 
and trombones; in the latter are 
found the various types of horns. In 
their relationship to the human 
voice, the trumpets would corre¬ 
spond to the soprano, the trombones 
to the contralto and the tubas to 
the baritone or bass. 

True tubas have a cup mouth¬ 
piece and are built upright with 
eith'r three or four valves. Nota¬ 
tion has been variable, though most 
composers use the F clef. To 
Adolphe Sax is due much credit for 
perfecting our modern symphonic 
tuba, writes an expert in the Chi¬ 
cago Daily News.

Harper always ap¬ 
pears at a fire when we receive 
calls. The firemen appreciate this. 
To have Harper give a fellow ar¬ 
tificial respiration In time of a 
neck full of smoke wouldn't feel 
a bit bad. 

Many requests are coming in 
for permits to burn trimmings 
and trash. In order to burn trash, 
one should have plenty of clear¬ 
ance before starting the fire, with 
only small amounts to be lighted 
at a time. Be alert when a wind 
arises. If the wind is strong 
enough to carry sparks, the fire 
should be put out until the wind 
subsides. A garden hose will put 
out a good-sized fire, so one 
should be at hand at all times 
during the burning of a pile of 
trash or trimmings. A good long 
garden hose is not a bad thing 
to have attached or handy for 
any fire and may prevent a 
house from much ruin if applied 
in time. Many fires are entirely 
extinguished by the firemen with 
a small stream of water from a 
garden house. Summer is drawing 
very close and we would like to 
go thru’ the year without fires.

A spectacular display of more 
than 15 million spring flowers in 
a seven acre tract, just one block 
from the heart of Carlsbad’s 
business district, is proving a 
tourist attraction.

Annual border will decorate gar¬ 
den and furnish flowers for cutting. 

Annual flowers which grow to 
maturity, produce blossoms, seed 
and die in one season, have rapidly 
improved in recent years. 

Owing to their varying habits and 

wide ranee nf cnlnrs they are edit¬ 
able for almost every conceivable 
position in the garden, for filling 
spaces vacated by early bulbs in 
the border, for edgings, for solid 
beds, for rockeries, many of them 
for greenhouse plants, and others 
for shady situations and still oth¬ 
ers for the hottest and driest of 
locations. Front yard plantings of 
annuals are being adsocated this 
year in an effort to make our 
homes appear as colorful from the 
street as they are in the garden 
behind the house. 

Annuals alone can completely 
furnish a garden giving a sheet ol’ 
bloom that cannot be attained by 
the use of perennials alone for a 
long period. They are the sole 
dependence for great masses of 
color during the latter half of the 
summer. Their possibilities have 
not been thoroughly realized be¬ 
cause they have not received the 
care and attention necessary to 
their best development, largely 
from the fact that they grow so 
easily that the seed is generally 
■own much too thickly and the an¬ 
nuals are left to struggle along 
and despite this handicap give a 
good account of themselves.

Little Use To 
Go Fishing 
Anglers Say 

May Day Rush To Trout 
Streams Is Slowed Up As 
Result Of 1938 Flood 

Trout season which opened Mon¬ 
day in District 4, of which Sierra 
Madre is a part, does not mean 
much this year to veteran fisher- i 
men. The March storm of last 
year washed away most of the 
trout and practically all of the 
food supplies, so that in the 
vicinity of Sierra Madre streams 
are quite empty. 

Some of the most ardent dis¬ 
ciples of Izaak Walton, includ-
